School Board Nays Ryther 
Lawyer’s Plea To Ignore 
Two Teacher Resignations

The case of the 
“moonlighting school- 
marm'’ took a new and 
puzzling twist at Tuesday's 
regular meeting of the 
Columbus Board of Ed- 
ucation. 

The board rejected an 
attorney's appeal and 
voted unanimously to 
accept the resignations of 
two secondary school 
teachers who claim they 
were pressuredto quit their 
jobs. One of the teachers 


is V'Ann~ K. Ryther, 23, 
former girls' basketball 
and softball coach at 


Linden-McKinley, who was 
arrested April 2 and 
charged with soliciting for 
Prostitution. 

Ronald Janes, the attor- 
ney who is representing 


Ryther in the criminal case, 
appeared at the school 
board meeting in behalf of 
Ryther and Robert H. 
Jones, formerly a physical 
education teacher at Lin- 
moor Jr. High. 

The official agenda for 
Tuesday's meeting 
routinely listed Jones and 
Ryther among 16 resign- 
ations and retirements 
requiring the board's for- 
mal approval. 

Atty. Janes read aloud 
from a prepared statement 
asking the board-not to act 
upon the two resignations 
which, he said, were 
hastily submitted without 
advice of counsel. He in- 
dicated that his clients had 
resigned under duress, but 
did not spell out how or 
why administration of- 
ficials had pressured them. 

Both Jones and Ryther 
submitted their resign- 
ations Friday, May 7, one 


day after The CALL-POST 
revealed in ‘an exclusive 
story. that Ryther was 


awaiting trial on a charge 
of having offered sexual 
service to an undercover 
vice squad officer in the 
lounge of the Carrousel 
(formerly Scot's Inn), 4900 
Sinclair Rd., the evening of 
April 2. 
Both Jones’ and Ryther's

In this instance, 
and others, she has shown that she is not 
afraid to take’a minority position on issues 
coming before that august panel. 

That the OSU power structure has been 
- and still is — dominated by the white 
(male) folks is painfully apparent. 
Certainly we need more diversity of 
intérests represented’ on all of our 
society's institutional policy-making 
bodies. 

Until we achieve the numerical parity we 
rightfully deserve, we can be grateful for 
th activism and outspokenness of such as 
Mrs. James.

Some critics are even going so far as to 
blame the defeat of President Gerald Ford 
in some of the presidential primaries on 
Kissinaer's trio to Africa. . 

All of his hullabaloo over Africa, in- 
dicates that racism against Negroes.in the 
United Statee extends also to our brothers 
in Africa. 

Untit the Cubans-sent soldiers into An- 
gola, and Russia supplied them with 
military equipment, the government of the 
United States showed little or no concern 
for Africa south of the Sahara. 

Because of its vast oil production, the 
Arab states of the Middle East have gotten 
the major attention lately. However, as 
long as the oil of the Arab nations was 
controtled by. American .and .European 
nations, these Arab. states got-but scant 
attention. Now that they own and ‘control 
their oil, its production and prices, the in- 
oe emphasis has changed consider- 
ably. 

The billions of American dollars that 
have been given to England and the white 
nations of Europe during the last 50 years, 
have drawn no unfavorable comment from 
the American taxpayers. In fact, there has 
been a demand from many sources, that 
the United States be the protector and pro- 
vider for these European nations. 

The continent-of Africa is rich in mineral 
wealth and natural resources that are vital 
to the industries of this nation. In contrast, 
the European nations have few minerals 
and the land has been overworked to the 
point that it is productive poor. 

The growth of independent nations in 
Africa has made possible the so-called 
Third World group of nations; a powerful 
block now in the United Nation. More than 
once, this group has shown inde dence 
that has irked United States officials. 

Russia and China moved into the void in 
Africa with substantial ald-as the United 
States: continued to support the white 
majority regimes of Portugal, Rhodesia 
and South Africa. 

Now. that-Portugal has at long last given 
up its colonial empire in Africa, now only 
the. fascist countries of Rhodesia and 
South Africa remain. America, according 
to Kissinger, is now ready to dump the 
white regime in Rhodesia but, still wants 


to.cling to South Africa which is ‘the worst

By a peculiar combination of inept 
handling and naivete President Gerald 
Ford finds himself this week approaching 
the role of underdog in his quest for the 
Republican nomination to succeed him- 
self. Not too many weeks ago Ronald 
Reagan loomed as a long-shot possibility, 
and the built-in advantages of incumbency 
were much in evident as the President 
scored in the early running. 


Then came Texas in which Reagan, with St 


the help of crossover Vemocratic votes, 
scored an astonishing sweep, to be soon 
followed by landslides in Georgia and Ala- 
bama, and a razor thin margin of victory in 
Indiana. Suddenly the President was in 
panic and his advisors scurrying about 
trying to find a way to seize the. initiative 
for the stretch run. : 

Whatever the outcome in Michigan, 
where the President is favored (it’s his 
home state), what started out as a virtual 
shoo-in for the incumbent now has de- 
veloped into a two-man race, and knock 
down and drag out fight at the Republican 
national convention. 

Reagan has definitely emerged as the 
darling of the Republican conservatives, 
and it now appears that, with George 
Wallace out of the picture, a number of 
conservative Democrats have rushed to 
the Reagan colors. On the other hand 
President Ford has been neither fish nor 


fowl, waging a campaign that has for the’ 


most part stuck to the middle-of-the-road 
positions, but becoming more and more 
conservative as the Reagan attacks in- 
creased in effectiveness.

Since Ohio. cities -became_the focus_of 
desegregation in the ‘courts, much has 
been said pro-and con. about 
neighborhood schools, busing, white flight 
and relative achievement rates after 
desegregation 

In heated discussions, the question 
rarely raised is what can be accomplished 
in a desegregated school that would 
almost be impossible in a racially isolated 
situation. 

To answer this we move beyond the 
legal requirements protecting the eivil 
rights .of students to equal educational 
opportunity. Brown vs. Board of Education 
says “Segregated schooling is inherently 
unequal." But what educational goals are 


needed to establish a truly integrated 


learning climate? 

Academic goals, curriculum and 
instructional strategies must prepare all 
children for living and contributing to

today's multicultural 


different from themselves. They must have 
the attitudes, understandings and skills 
that will’ enable them to be effective 
‘human beings. : 

Students must learn to value human 
dignity by identifying policies and 
practices that limit the growth of others. 
They need to recognize prejudicial 
behavior. They should be encouraged to 
respect cultural diversity by evaluating the 
effects of their own actions on others. 

Students will appreciate racial diversity 
by evaluating the effects. of their own 
actions on others. 

Students will appreciate racial diversity 
if they are made aware of the denigrating 
effect of racism and their responsibility to 
take counter-racist positions. They need to 
know what behaviors in individuals and 
groups are a result of prejudice. They 
must know the unique contribution every 
American cultural segment provides. 

Similarly, students need to treat females 
and males as equal members of society.

Nonsmokers Law Near? 


Senator M. Morris Jackson, Asst. President. Pro- 
Tem and . ké Thompson, both Clevelanders, were 
probably holding crossed fingers early this week in 
hope that Gov, James A, Rhodes will sign Into law 
two bills which they steered through the legisiature 
during its pre-vacation marathon session April 29. 


Jackson’s nonsmokers. bill, and Thompson's 
measure to permit ‘self-service gasoline stations in 
Ohio, are the proposals. in question. The House 
approved Jackson's previously Senate passed bill 72 
to 23 and started it toward Rhodes office for his con- 
sideration. 


' 


The Senate, during the same lengthy-session, gave 
Thompson's bill the green light after tacking on a 
couple of amendments. The House, after accepting 
the amendments at Thompson's request, cleared .the 


way for it to be sent to the Governor's executive desk. 


Jackson's “nonsmokers bill of rights,” requires th 
no smoking signs be posted in areas of: all public 
buildings, including libraries, theatres, classrooms, 
-hospitals, elevators and sections of private buildings 
with seating accommodations. for more than 50 
persons, Private buildings that are not open to the 
public would be excluded. . 


Up to a $100 fine could be imposed upon violators 
of the act, with organizations being subject to fines 
up to $1,000. ; 


Under terms of the self-serve gasoline measure, gas 
stations would be itted to install self-serve 
pumps at which customers filled their own tanks, with 
an attendant collecting the pay. Attendants would 
also be on hand to warn drivers against smoking 
while filling*her up, This provision was added to the 
bill to satisfy the State Fire Marshall's office. 


Since both bills deal with smoking, the enforcement 
date was set for Jan. 1, 1977, to allow gas station 
operators and public building managements to 
prepare themselves to conform with the law, Rhodes 
is exected to take action on the measure this week, or 
probably before. 


in the meantime, Rhodes fixed his signature to H.B. 
158 which provides for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
on election days. Under provisions of the new law, 
bars will be permitted to-remain-open throughout an 
election day, instead of selling hard liquors only’ after 
the polls close at 6:30 p.m. The new law will also 
apply to carry outs and other peddiers of high- 
powered beer and assorted alcoholic beverages. Rep. 
C.J. McLin= Dayton,-was-one_of the sponsors of the 
bill. 


Shortchanging The Cities 

One of the best-kept-secrets these days is that most 
larger cities, especially those with significant num- 
bers of poor people and minorities are being short- 
changed by the al government. 

Many’ kinds of federal assistance are based on 
population and work force figures that the govern- 
ment itself admits are mistaken: So-when-4t-Gistroules 
revenue sharing funds or manpower monies, all- 
ocations are based on understated numbers, The 
— less money to cities than they are entitled to by 
aw. _ 

The Census undercount is.a prime example. The 
eCensus Bureau admits that it_.didn't count an 
estimated 5.3 million people in 1970. A disproportion- 
ate number of the missed were black, nearly two 
million or about-eight percent of the total estimated 
black population. 

Even though the Bureau admits to this undercount, 
revenue sharing formulas and other population-based 
federal es to states and local areas follow the 
flawed. official. 1970 Census results. 

The Bureau claims that it can't refine the under- 
count to specific states and cities so wo'll just have to 
make do until the next Census. But in. fact a fairly 
=e set of state and local estimates can be 
m ke 

Using a formula developed by the National Urban 
League, it appears that over half a million peo le 
were not counted in California, just under half a 
million in New, York and in the neighborhood of 
300,000 in Texas, in Pennsylvania, and in Illinois. In 
New York City alone some 260,000 people weren't 
counted, and even that estimate is very conservative. 

Translated into dollars states and cities should be 
getting but are not, this means that financial 
narassed New York State loses about $15 million eac 
year in revenue sharing. allocations; California, about 
the same, and Illinois. $7.5 million. : 

Another way localities lose money is found. in the 
way the Bureau of Labor Statistics counts the 

‘ unemployed. St. Louis charges that the Bureau's 
undercount of the jobless causes the City to lose up 
to $4 million in manpower funds. 

Some federal manpower funds.are released when 
triggered by a jobless rate of 6.5 percent or more for 
three months in a row. But the rate is diluted by apply- 
ing to a wider area than just the central-city or even 
sections of the city. A city oi eet an eight percent 
jobless rate, but low unemployment in its suburbs 
dips the area-wide rate to a point below the trigger 
figure for release of manpower funds. 

Federal jobless statistics don't count many people 
who-shauld be counted as unemployed. Discour 
workers — people who have given up nope ot ft 
a job — aren't counted. The formula includes all 
of factors like “seasonal adjustment” that often.make 
the figures 
actually out of work. Ay . 

It especially understates unemployment among 
marginal workers, low-paid workers. and minorities. 
Since these groups are.concentrated in the inner A

Tyrants Still Reign 


A. daily paper column 
was headlined with the 
caption, “Africa — Tyrants 
ruling without com- 
passion.'' When have 
African blacks known 
anything about democratic 
selfrule? They are only 
sixteen years away from 
the yoke of colonialism 
and, under no conditions, 
colonial rule by. the 
European. white man was 
other than tryannical. 

The colonial rule was 
punctured with holes of 
exploitation and African 
natives were little -ynore 
than slaves. There. was no 
provision for them to rise 
to. an other 
underlings 
white man for he grew rich 
at their expense . during 
colonial days. 

What proof is there for 
the above contentions? All 
of -those present. -African 
nations arose with a very 
high per cent of illiteracy 
and work segregation. Of 
course one doesn't exploit 
people who can read and 
write for they soon start 
fighting back legally or 
otherwise. But the African 
natives know nothing 
else..In some ways 
colonialism was a garden 
of Eden to many natives for 
it did provide a way for 
them to have food and*a 


dwelling rather than 
scrounge around the veldt 
or forest searching for 
food 


Go back to the begin- 
ning of historical writing 
and one will find the iron 
fist ruling one way or a- 
nother, The primitive family 
had a communism but 
there was always the 
awesome witch doctor who 
headed all tribal action. 
Even the free New England 
settlements and their town 
meetings were bullied by 
the clergy of the puritan 
Church and, ‘certainly the 
Catholic church was the 
tyrant of Christendom of 
the European states until 
the 1500's. 

Tyrants still reign, One 
form ,in our country has 
been the tyranny of the 
ultra rich running towns 
and even cities via political 
campaign contributions. 
He who pays the bills calls 
the shots. Another-tyranny 
has been the lady of the 
house decrying: gambling 
as a shame --- so the 
husband can bring all the 
money home -- to buy 
bread and meat, or maybe 
a hat or new dress? And 
she has decreed all go-go 
and burlesque type of 
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entertainment . which the 
legistators outlawed for a 
time, but was her aim to rid 
the public of such 
entertainment for fear that 
her hubby. might make a 
date with a show chorine? 

Civilization. is tult--of 

tyrannies and matters are 
‘handled by tyrants. “It” 
should not come as a sur- 
prise~that African—nations 
are ruled by strong men. It 
Should Nave been realized 
that those colonial natives 
were not far from their 
jungles. primevals ‘at the 
‘time of their freedom and 
had learned little about 
different forms of 
government ather than 
what the colonial tords told 
them, They are used to 
tyrants. 3 

The natives go through a 
step in governmental 
evolution under the 
present heads of state. It 
keeps the interests of the 
natives in the nation 
requiring. outside influence 
to bargain in high terms for 
consideration of enterprise 
entry. Those tyrants are 
consolidating nations into 
combined strengths. Later 
steps in the nation evolu- 
tion bring revolts by the 
masses but there will be a 
consolidated..people..who 
carry on such revolts, If 
Lebanon -could have a 
tyrant now, there would be 
no daily bloodshed. 

Litéracy of the freed 
African. people is at a very 
low ebb, The masses can- 
not study intricate matters 
of this day to determine a 
course, for they cannot 
read about them. The 
travesty of not only 
European occupation of 
Africa but nmumerous 
Protestant Churches 
missionary work in Africa 
lies. in the natives 
remaining just about as 
primitive as they were 
found. Maybe the tyrants 
teach the masses to read 
and write although the 
writing will be. -what~ the 
tyrants want written — but 
the population might 
become literate. 

History is full of men 
jockeying for power and 
there was ruthlessness in it 
all. Emancipated Africans 
from virtual serfdom, to 
remain completely 
independent, will travel the 
same route.

On busing, Green said 
busing has become “pretty 
much a fact of life in ed- 
ucation,” ‘with 20 million 
students bused to school 
every day.

“No one ever complains 
about putting a child-on a 
ous except when race be- 
comes a factor,” Green 
asserted. “Opposition to 
busing is clearly a_ racial 
argument. if we were to 
substitute trains for buses, 
people would be against 
trains,” he said, adding the 
same would apply to heli- 
copters. 

Green also testified that 
placing-a black principal in 
a predominantly black 
school reinforces the 
school's —-racial—identifia- 
bility, and that there is a 
correlation between rac- 
ially identifiable black 
schools and achievement. 

In cross examination, 
School Board Attorney 
Samuel Porter read from 
several articles by social 
scientists, some of which 
— views differing trom 

reen’s testimony and 
others that emphasized the 
differences of opinion a- 
mong social scientists on 
the issue. Green disagreed 
with.< most. of what was 
read, stating that the bulk 
of the data supports his 
position. 

One article read by Por- 
ter stated that blacks have 
a higher self esteem than 


whites, relying less on 
school achievement and 
more on peer influence, 


and that desegregation 
would have little impact on 
self esteem. -. : 
Green agreed _ that 
blacks may demonstrate 
higher self esteem but ad- 
ded that when asked about 
their chances for success 
in. life, white students 
always rate themselves 
higher than blacks. This is 
related to the climate of 
the school and schoo! 
achievement, he said. 
Asked during re-exam- 
ination by Lucas if he 
would.expect the first three 
to five years of de- 
segregation to provide a 
large gain for a child 
already in the educational 
system, Green said no. 
Considering the level of 
toward de- 
segregation of schools and 
society, he said, I'm ‘surp- 
rised there’s been as much 
gain as there has.

Sloan 
has been employed with a 
number of federal agen- 
cles and offices including 
the Comptroller of Cur- 
rency, the U.S. Com- 
mission on Civil Rights 
and the Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development. . 

Sloan described the in- 
terrelationship between 
federal agents and their 
member banks, noting that 
four federal agencies (Fed- 
eral Reserve Systems, 
Comptroller of Currency, 
Federal Deposit Insurance 
and Federal 
Home Loan Board) con- 
trolled $310 billion of re- 
sidéntial mortgage loans in 
the country at the end of 
1974. 

He said that in spite of a 
1974 survey of member in- 
stitutions which gave 
evidence of continuing dis- 
crimination against minor- 
ities, nothing has been 
done to monitor member 
institutions: Because these 
agencies have continually 
ignored petitions to do this 
monitoring, Sloan said, a 
lawsuit against the four 
agencies has recently 
(April 1976) been filed by 
private organizations. 

Sloan said the Federal 
Housing Administration, 
(FHA) which practiced 
open. racial discrimination 
up to the 1950's; was a 
major force in the entire 
housing industry. .FHA 
policies, he said, were 
followed by other agen- 
cies. 

“Builders quickly got the 
idea their subdivisions 
have to be white only,” he 
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said. 

Sloan said FHA policies 
tended toward racially seg- 
regated schools, since 
areas where schools were 
integrated would be 
avoided by the FHA. 

Asked about the affect of 
FHA and Veterans Admin- 
istration policies on the 
racial configuration of ur- 
ban areas, Sloan said it 
was very strong. These 
agencies were responsible 
for the development of 
racial segregation well into 
the suburban housing 
boom of the late 1940's 
and 1950's, he said. 

Sloan said the FHA con- 
tinued to encourage re- 
strictive covénants for 
nearly two years after a 
1948 Supreme Court ruling 
declaring such covenants 
illegal. In 1950, he said, the 
FHA announced that it 
would no longer “insure 
mortgages on houses with 
restrictive covenants if the 
covenant was filed after 
that date, but continued 
with covenants that were 
already there. For the next 
12 years, he said there was 
a policy of neutrality with 
no interference if there 
was discrimination. 

Sloan said real change 
did not come until after a 
1962 executive order to 
take all action necessary 
to prevent discrimination. 
Even then, he said, ‘the 
manner chosen to comply 
was the most passive man- 
ner imaginable," consist- 
ing of the receipt and pro- 
cessing of individual com- 
plaints. 

“From my experience,” 
he added, ‘‘the enthusiasm 
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with which they're carrying 
out the mandate of equal 
opportunity falls far short 
of the zeal with which they 
carried -out racial dis- 
crimination.” 

Sloan also discussed the 
policies. of the Public 
Housing Authority. and a 
home ownership program 
for lower income families 
which placed whites in 
newer suburban areas and 
minorities in older housing 
in the central cities. 

Asked about the effect of 
school decisions. on re- 
sidential patterns, Sloan 
said the school's. racial 
identifiability has an affect 
on the residential area. 
Both have a reciprocal ef- 
fect, he said, perpetuating 
each other. 

Also testifying last week 
was Robert Carter, former 
executive director for ad- 
ministrative services who 
is presently on leave from 
the school system to at- 
tend graduate school. Car- 
ter began his testimony the 
previous week. 

Questions to Carter, in 
addition to those relating 
to school boundary lines, 
included questions about 
the length of contracts for 
administrators. More 
testimony: is expected this 
week to show a disparity in 
length of contracts bet- 
ween black and. white ad- 
ministrators.

1976 Primary Campaign 
Giving New Dimension 
To Political History

Perhaps it has sli 
the attention of Ate 
political. observers, but 
most astute politicians are 
fully aware that we are wit- 
nessing a primary cam- 
paign that is destined to 
win @..special.. place in 
political history. 

Ohio's primary campaign 
which climaxed with the 
June 8 nominating elec- 
tion, is--punctuated by 
almost as many strange 
po nena elements at 

e@- national campaign 
which are driving bath 
Republicans and 
Democrats into an un- 
precedented uncertainties, 
open disappointments and 
frustrations. . 

At the national. level, 
Republicans find them- 
selves locked in a tense 
tug of war with President 
Gerald Ford on one side 
and Ronald Reagan, for- 
‘mer ultra conservative 
governor of California on 
the_other. 

Ford, the first un-elected 
President to sit in the 
White House, finds himself 
in the awesome positions 
of trying to woo both 
liberal and conservative 
Republican delegates to 


paign leaders virtually 
worried to death. 

The Republican State 
organization, which endor- 
sed Ford in the early stage 
of the campaign, is hopeful 
of bringing him into the 
state for at least three rally 
speeches before the June 
6 day of reckoning. 

But the problems facing 
the state GOP machine are 
peanuts, when compared 
with the’ situation in which 
Democrats, both nationally 
and locally, find them- 
selves. 

At the. national level, old. 
line Democrats have seen 
campaigns of most party 


favorites dramatically 
derailed by an. erst-while 
unknown Georgia peanut 


farmer. Jimmy Carter, for- 
mer Georgia governor, 
started .the campaign as 
the low man on the totem 
pole, has miraculously ad- 
vanced to the leading con- 
tender for the Democrat 
presidential nomination. 
His dramatic sweep of 
primaries after primaries in 
state after state, left a 
casualty list such notable 
Democrats as Senators 
Lloyd Benston of Texas, 
Birch Bayh of Indiana, with 
Alabama's Gov. George C. 
Wallace and Senator Henry 


being assured the 
Democratic nomination for 
Congress in the First 
District. Wiiliam F. Bowen, 
a two term member of the 
Ohio Senate, is. running 
unopposed with the 
blessing of the Hamilton 
County _ Democrat 
Organization.
